I bought a Voltcraft LS50 soldering station. To my surprise it arrived with 
an AC plug without the earth pin. I have had several soldering stations and 
they all had the earthed socket i.e. the tip was grounded. But on this one 
they have something called Potential equalization and further they say: For 
soldering work on critical components the potential at the soldering tip 
should be 


adapted to the circuit potential by operating via the Potential 
equalization socket. 

The voltage difference must be no more than maximum 42 V. 

This, what they call the Potential equalization socket is not made 


for any connectors. It more seems to be a "hole" to push the iron tip into. 
But how could this help with sensitive components? I am out in the wild 
here and would appreciate if someone with better knowledge of modern 


technology to fill me in on this one. I understand that this station was 
made in Germany and might not be on the market in US, but we have a few 
german friends on this list that might give me a hint.

I have worked for several years on Procmail filters, access lists etc. to 
defeat SPAM, with some success and some failures. However, if you have 
the knowledge or the patience to gain knowledge, SpamAssassin is the best 
answer I have found. I have been using it on my mail server for several 
months now, and it's as close to a 100% solution as I have ever seen. On 
average it intercepts a hundred or two SPAMS per week here, gets maybe 1-2 
non-SPAM messsages (which I can then whitelist so it won't get them 
again), and on very rare occasions lets a SPAM slip through, maybe once or 
twicw a month on average.

I 
use it on my Mac G3 with MRJ and either Internet Explorer, Netscape, or 
iCab. I haven't tried it on Cyberdog yet. Occasionally IE has problems with 
the graphics, so I usually run it on Netscape. 


This is a very useful program and quite intuitive to use. It has a number of 
transmission lines already built in, or you design your own.

Well got all the wires connected and the antenna tunes very nice 
but a bit slow as you try to fine 80 meters...hi but it does tune every 
band from 80 thru 10 meters as it should. I just listen to the receiver 
and it sounds dead until you get real close and then the band noise 
peaks very narrow. 


The receiver sounds very hot. I listened to some QSO's on 40 and 
they said the band conditions are stinko (It figures). But will play 
with it later when the bands pick up, sorta, around dark. 


The impedance of the feedline where it enters the TS-50 seems to 
be lower than 50 ohms. I will need to get my MFJ antenna analyser on it 
tomarrow. If anyone recalls what you do to a antenna like this to get it 
loading heavy let me know the trick please.
